"The Yorktown of today Is a com- 
i. unity of less tl'nn 27)0 inhabifsnits 
Willi a few till.' i«!il colonial luu 
and a nuniiier of less pretention.^ 
. dwell in.u's. The nearest railroad lies 
eighr inifvs to the south. In the town 
is a ninnuiuent erer;i (l In 18.S1 i.n the 
iiiif liniiilr.'dUi ,niini\ crsary of the snr- 
. render of the Hrlti.sh. As u reminder 
of the early frnportitnce of Yorktown 
ll'ore sTlII exists (ho first cn-itoins 
hii-.ise in the Uiiiied .Stales. Near the 
: vilJatrc are remains of the forts aiid 
, revJonlits whose capture by the Kevo' 
Intionary soldiers and their F{vncli 
(lilies marked the real biith of the 
I'ldtod Str.les. The seene of ('orn- 
wallLs' .stm-ender — whieh was by proxy 
.through his General O'Hara — Is he- 
: lleved to he in the open country just 
' south (if il.e vilhifje. 

"Yorktown is on a narrow peninsula 
lyin:; I.etv.een the wide estuaries of 
the Janus and York rivers, an<l is 
where the latter meets ChesHpeake 
bay. Ci'rnwallis. after scoiircin^ Vir- 
ginia, burning homes, kiJling and driv- 
ing off stock, and cftpiuring large 
' numbers of slaves, retired tlown the 
i peninsula to Yorktown. Lafayette, 
with it handful of .Vineriran soldiers, 
fntiowed at a distance. It was when, 
this situation was' pointed otit to 
\Vashington that he was perstiaded to 
abandon his plan to attack New York 
and instead to take his own forces 
from Wejt Toinl and Uoeiiami>eaii's 
division from Providence, R. I., to 
j stake all on a battle In the south. The 
• arrival of De Grasse with a French 
fleet in the ("lie.-apeake, Mr.ekiiig th*> 
entrance to that bay and preventing 
re-cnforcemente reaching Cornwallla, 
made the defeat of'^the latter Inerl- 
table. 

Harbor Used in World War. 

"It is not siran;,'e that CornwalMs 
considered Yorktown a good Io<'Htion 
for military headquarters in spite of 
the ease with which the peninsula 
might be JI>locked. It possesses a truly 
rennu-kaJde water harbor, and Corn- 
wallis coinifod on the maintenance of 
comnumkation by water witli the 
heavy British forces In New York. 

'•Yorktown's harbor was put to good 
u.se during iho World war aiid so for 
the second time played an Important 
part In the country's martial history. 
In tfie.aiouth of the York river oppo- 
site the famous village the greater 
part of the Atlantic fleet at times rwle 
at anchor. There, behind the defenses 
St the entnmce to the CT>23apeak8 and 
further _pr()tecte(J by: netf nn«I patrelj 



across the juoutii of the YorK, dreart- 
naughls and lesser vessels were safe 

from molo.siaiion liy eneiuy snbn'.a- 
rlnes. Thousanils of men were in- 
lensIveJy trained for naval duty at 
this anchorage wMIe the whereabouts 
of the fleet was kept a profound se- 
eref. Tim Yorktown ancliorafre v,::s 
alluded to In official conunnnicatioi-.s 
throughout the war only as 'Base 2.*"
